Another Remonstrance from Scotland. 
We thank our Scottish friends for so 
promptly redeeming their pledges, made to 
us when we Were among them, of taking 
active hold of the anti-slavery enterprise. — 
They live farther off from the plantation 
than New-England. Yet you don’t hear 
them saving ‘“* we have no siaves here— 
we have nothing todo with the subject” and 
all that shirking trumpery. They hate 
slaveholding. They have no prejudice 


against color. They are not afraid of asso- 
ciation with colored freedom, if color is set 
free. Ourpeopleare. They have notcavght 
the colorphobia among the mists of Scot- 
land. 

We went to Paisley during our visit to 
North Britain. It is a town of some sixty 
or seventy thousand people, in the neighbor- 
hood of Glasgow. A shori rail road runs 
from one to the other. We had no leisure 
on our hands when there, and as our Paisley 
friends, John Henderson, Patrick Brewster 
and others, wished to meet our company in 
that spirited town, we agreed to be with 
thein at P. at a certain hour by the cars, and 
spend an hour and a half with them, in brief 
conference on our greatenterprise. Accord- 
ingly at our arrival we were introduced to 
some five and twenty or thirty of the philan- 
thropists of Paisley, assembled in conference, 
and a more interesting, striking company 
we never beheid. They reminded us of 
some of those gatherings of the migity 
spirits of Scotland during their troubles and 
revolutions, —when to assemble was to risk 
life, and every thing dear. When arbitrary 
power threatened the spirit of liberty, and

ing property, and trafficking in human flesh, 
and subjecting multitudes, whom you recog- 
nize as free men, tothe most paintul disabil- 
lities, on the sole ground of the color of their 
skin. It has been represented to us that, in 

‘the United States of America, many of those 

who profess the religion of Jesus, and even 

those who have been called to serve him in 
lthe gospel—whose office it is to proclaim 
peace on earth and good will to all the child- 
ren of men, not only countenance and pali- 
late slavery, but attemptto defend the horrid 
system from the doctrines and precepts of the 
| Holy Bible,—yea, even that many of them 
are themselves engaged in the unchristian 
practice of holding their fellow-men in that 
cruel bondage, and of buying and selling hu- 
iman beings like cattle, or any other article of 

;merchandize. It is with sincere and deep 

sorrow that we have heard thatany, profess- 

ing the benevolent principles of our holy 

Christianity, ean be guilty of such glaring 

inconsistency, and ofsuch inhuman conduct; 

but especially do we lament that the follow- 
ers of Jesus, in that land which has emphat- 
ically styled itself the land of liberty, where 
the churches so rapidly attained to such hon- 
orable eminence in piety and active exertions 
lin the cause of philanthropy and religion 
whose magnificent plans for evangelising ihe

Then may th 
friends of civil and religious liberty point the 
abetiors of despotism to the banner of free- 
dom waving unsullied over millions of their 
fellow-men in the United States of America 

then the oppressor might be seen to weep, 


when he beheld the grand experiment suc- 
cessful, and when be heard the knell of his 
craft rung in his ear. 

But, as members of the Christian church, 
and ascandidates for the Christian ministry, 
we remonstrate with you, in alj affection and
